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$50K Winning 
Powerball Lotto 
Ticket Sold in Sag. 
Harbor But Not 
Yet Claimed

A $50,000 third-prize-winning NY Lottery 
Powerball ticket that was sold in Sag Harbor 
for the January 1 drawing remains unclaimed 
this week. 

The lucky ticket, which was purchased at 
the B & B Auto Service Gulf Station grocery 
store, located at 144 Hampton Street in Sag 
Harbor, is one of two $50,000 winners sold 
in Suffolk County for the January 1 drawing, 
and one of three sold in New York State. None 
of the three tickets had been claimed as of 
January 11, NY Lottery confirmed. 

Suffolk’s second $50,000 ticket was sold 
out of West Islip shop Popular Card & Gift, 
located at 522 Union Boulevard. The third 
was purchased at Smokes 4 Less in Fishkill, a 
town in Dutchess County upstate. 

According to a NY Lottery spokesman, a 
Powerball ticket must have four matching 
numbers and the matching Powerball in or- 
der to win the third prize of $50,000. Five 
matching numbers wins $1 million, and five 
matching numbers with matching Powerball 
wins the jackpot. 

Winners must claim their prize within a 
year of the drawing date, so our local win- 
ner has until January 1, 2023 to accept their 
payday. 

The winning Powerball- numbers for the 
January 1 drawing were 6-12-39-48-50 and 
the Powerball was 7. 

NY Lottery’s Powerball jackpot was up to 
$38 million for Wednesday’s drawing. The 
next drawing is Saturday, January 15. 

In the meantime, someone on the East End 
has left $50,000 sitting on the table.

ALEC BALDWIN AT THE 69TH PRIMETIME EMMY AWARDS

Several weeks ago, South O’ the Highway re- 
ported that law enforcement in New Mexico were 
attempting to extract information from Amagansett 
resident Alec Baldwin’s cellphone related to the fa- 
tal October 21 shooting of cinematographer Halyna 
Hutchins on the set of his Western movie Rust. It 
doesn’t look as if they had much success. 

Reuters reported on January 6 that in an effort to 
finally get what they want, New Mexico law enforce- 
ment said they are now working with police in New 
York State to obtain the material from the actor’s 
cellphone. 

Baldwin meanwhile made clear in an Instagram 
post that any suggestion he is not being compliant 
with authorities is untrue. The actor pointed out 
that it’s a process and he is following procedure 
while also protecting his personal material on that 
phone. 

“The only way we can honor the death of Halyna 
Hutchins’ death is to find out the truth,” he said. 

The Santa Fe Sheriff's Office and New Mexico 
First Judicial District Attorney’s Office are “actively 
working” with the Suffolk County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment and Baldwin’s lawyers to get any materials on 
the phone pertaining to their investigation, accord- 
ing to a press release. 

The statement came three weeks after the sheriff’s 
office received a search warrant to seize Baldwin’s

Apple iPhone to examine text messages, emails and 
other information stored on the device, according to 
court documents. 

A spokesman for the Suffolk County Sheriff’s De- 
partment and a lawyer for Baldwin did not respond 
to requests for comment. 

The 3o Rock actor has said he was holding a re- 
volver on the film set when it went off during re- 
hearsal in October, firing a live round that killed 
Hutchins. | 

Baldwin said in a television interview that he 
never pulled the trigger and denied responsibility 
for the shooting. He said he had no idea how a live 
round got onto the set. 

The NM prosecutor overseeing the case has said 
some people who handled guns on the set may face 
criminal charges over Hutchins’ death. 

A Santa Fe detective said she sought the search 
warrant for Baldwin’s phone after she requested it 
on a voluntary basis and “was instructed to acquire 
a warrant,” according to an affidavit. 

The affidavit said suspects, victims and witnesses 
“often make and/or receive telephone calls and/or 
messages before, during and/or after the commis- 
sion of crime(s). Such information, if it exists, may 
be material and relevant to this investigation.” 

Baldwin and his family spent the major- 
ity of the Christmas holidays at their home in the 
Hamptons.

Samtani’s family said he was visiting the 
Hamptons — he, his cousin and a friend were 
at a party that was shut down by police prior 
to the crash — before moving to New York 
City to start school at New York University. 
His family — manufacturers of various “As 
Seen on TV” gadgets — said he had written 
and published Ash’s Birthday Party, a chil- 
dren’s book designed to help kids better un- 
derstand the COVID-19 pandemic. 

Both his family and his high school are re- 
portedly setting up charitable foundations in 
his name. Campbell is due back in court on 
February 15. He faces up to seven years in 
prison, if convicted.

Town Plans to 
Make Private East 
Hampton Airport

East Hampton Airport may soon be converted 
from public to private use with the goal of enacting 
new rules regulating aircraft that use the facility, 
Town of East Hampton officials say. 

The transition will allow the town, which owns 
the 600-acre airport in Wainscott, to address com- 
plaints about aircraft noise, the number of flights 
and environmental impacts, East Hampton Town 
Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc said on January 4 dur- 
ing his 2022 state of the town address. 

“Our intention is to move to a Prior Permission 
Required (PPR) model for our airport, which we be- 
lieve will give the town the most flexibility in craft- 
ing restrictions that balance the needs of the entire 
community,” he said. “We expect to begin the transi-

tion this winter, so that these new restrictions will 


be in place for the upcoming summer season.” 


The airport’s Federal Aviation Administration 
grant assurances expired in September, lifting limits 
on the town’s ability to potentially close the airport 
or issue new rules. Business leaders want it to re- 
main open, environmentalists want it closed and the 
town — which was previously prohibited by a federal 
court ruling from a prior attempt at enacting limits 
on aircraft at the airport — has conducted studies 
and held a series of hearings on the issue. 

“The FAA has been meeting with the airport 
sponsor to discuss any procedural requirements as- 
sociated with the transition,” a spokeswoman for the 
agency said. 

Erin King-Sweeny, executive director of the pro- 
airport East Hampton Community Alliance, cau- 
tioned against the move. 

“The East Hampton Community Alliance remains 
committed to working with the town and the avia- 
tion community to develop workable solutions to 
keeping open HTO,” she said. “We remain opposed 
to any airport closure, even a so-called ‘temporary 
closure’ due to the many risks inherent in such a 
move.” 


Hochul Backs 
Doubling Farm 
Worker Tax Credit

East End farmers would see big gains in their tax 
credit eligibility under a New York State proposal in- 
tended to ease the economic burden of the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

_ Gov. Kathy Hochul said she is proposing the dou- 
bling of the Farm Workforce Retention Credit, as 


well as an increase in the Investment Tax Credit and 
supporting the agricultural industry with a tax credit 
for the overtime hours it is paying. 

“The farmers who supply restaurant kitchens — 
and our own — need a lifeline as well,” Hochul said 
on January 5 during her first state of the state ad- 
dress. “I’ve visited farms from Genesee County to 
the North Fork of Long Island, and life is tough, even 
in good years. ... This will also begin to address the 
workforce shortage so many farms struggle with.” 

Last year, the state Senate passed a $200 increase 
per employee to the $800 per employee Farm Work- 
force Retention Credit and proposed the permanent 
extension of a $1,200 credit for tax year 2022 and 
beyond, but the bill did not pass the state Assembly. 
Doubling the credit was previously proposed in 2018.

f East Hampton Town decides to 

close down the East Hampton 
Airport later this winter, it will leave 
those who come out by helicopter with 
no place to land except at the Ga- 
breski Airport in Westhamp- 
ton Beach. There are a lot 
of helicopters that come to 
East Hampton. More than 
8,500 takeoffs and land- 
ings take place every year. 
Gabreski, however, is a long 
way from East Hampton. 

An enterprising young develop- 
er named Charles Leanbottom, fresh 
out of the Clarabell Business School, 
however, thinks he sees an opportu- 
nity here. And he is poised to open 
Five-Star Subway Service. We caught 
up with him last Wednesday. 

“There’s a flight of stairs that go 
down to the Westhampton platform 
of the long-abandoned Hamptons 
Subway system right next door to the 
Gabreski Airport’s little waiting room 
building,” he said. “I went down there. 
The stop is in perfect condition. I’m 
going to reopen it. And well-to-do 
people will land at Gabreski, go down 
those stairs and take Five-Star to their 
Hamptons destinations.” 

“Youre going to open the subway 
line?” 

“Yes, but it will not be every stop. I 
believe the old Hamptons Subway sys- 
tem failed because they had too many 
stops and couldn't charge enough to 
make any real money. Not at $1.75 a 
ride.” 

“What will you charge?” 

“$100. Pocket change for the rich. 
Go down the stairs and a single pri- 
vate subway car will be waiting for 
you at the Westhampton platform, 
engine idling. The folks coming out in 
the chopper will have summoned it by 
calling ahead when they are on the ap- 
proach to Gabreski.” 

“Sort of like a taxi service?” 

“Sort of.” 

“You've talked to the Hamptons 
Subway people?” 

“There are no Hamptons Subway 
people. It’s abandoned.” 


“Oh.” 

“People arriving in the Hamptons in 
a helicopter want to be five or 10 min- 
utes from their homes. That’s why they 
like the airport at East Hampton. They 
won't want to come in to Gabreski and 

then battle traffic on the highway for 
. another hour. That’s the whole 
me. point. With the Five-Star 
——. Subway, it saves that hour.” 
“How is that?” 

“Five-Star Subway can 
get up to 80 miles an hour 
on a straightaway. Almost 
the speed of a chopper. This is 
a win-win situation. More than 50 
subway cars from the old Hamptons 
Subway are parked on sidings under- 
ground at the Westhampton station. 
This was the end of the line. They are 
in perfect condition, just waiting to be 
used. Once the call comes in, our uni- 
formed staff boards the first car in the 
line and within minutes has motored 
it out to the platform. You come off 
the noisy helicopter and walk down 
the stairs. A butler awaits at the slid- 
ing doors. Soft music. A bar. Sofas and 
lounge chairs. Your personal car. We 
whisk you away.” 

“At $100 a trip?” 

“No. $100 a person. You paid $800 
a seat on the chopper. This is nothing.” 

“What’s the maximum number of 
people per car?” 

“It’s 12. Same capacity as the big- 
gest choppers. And no more. This is 
not a party car.” 

“The subway cars currently say 
Hamptons Subway on the side. You 
will redo them?” 

“They are being done as we speak. 
Interiors by Le Bichon de Paris. I’m 
sure you know them. Chrome, leather, 
mink and gold. And all the outsides of 
these cars are now black with ‘Five- 
Star’ on the side in gold. And just be- 
low is our slogan: “Your Time in the 
Hamptons Begins with Five Star.” 

“You will be making all the stops?” 

“Not at all. We are reopening the 
eight high-end stops. We are remod- 
eling and repainting the platforms 
at Quogue, Southampton, Mecox, 
Sagaponack, Georgica, East Hamp- 
ton, Amagansett and Montauk. It’ll

be clear sailing ahead at high speed to 
your destination.” 

“So the other 12 stops remain 
closed?” 

“We whisk right by.” 

“And you won't stop at any of them?” 

“Nope. Just one of the eight high- 
end platforms you've hired us for.” 

“What about Westhampton Beach? 
That’s high-end.” 

“Dumb question. You can be picked 
up at Gabreski. You're already there.” 

“And not Sag Harbor?” 

“Sag Harbor won’t let us upgrade 
their station: They say it has to stay 
at its original 1935 style. People can 
meet you at the special Georgica Sta- 
tion 5 miles away that the Hamptons 
Subway added in 2010 just before it 
shut down.

Credit card info. Financial advisor. 
Your credit score. Prior year’s federal 
income tax return. Felonies.”

Shinnecock Double Down on Casino Plans

The Shinnecock Indian Nation is upping the ante 
on its proposed casino, trying its odds that it could 
win approval to build a Las Vegas-style gaming facil- 
ity off of its Southampton territory. 

Tribal leaders were among 31 entities that respond- 
ed last month to a request for information from the 
New York State Gaming Commission to gauge inter- 
est in contracts for three Class III gaming facilities 
— full-fledged casinos with live dealers — that could 
be awarded next year for the downstate region. The 
development comes nearly a year after Shinnecock 
leaders announced their third bid to build a casino 
on tribal territory in Southampton, albeit a Class II 
gaming facility that is limited to slot machines and 
electronic gaming tables — no live dealers, same as 
Long Island’s only other casino, Jake’s 58 in Islandia. 


“The Shinnecock submitted information on why 
it should be considered for a commercial, Class III 
gaming license in the New York Metropolitan area,” 
Randy King, Shinnecock tribal vice chair, told Dan’s 
Papers. “We will still continue our push for a modest 
facility on the East End of Long Island on our terri- 
tory in Southampton. But also we're seeking one of 
these licenses or the ability to negotiate a Class III 
tribal facility somewhere on Long Island.” 

In addition to the Shinnecock, casino operators re- 
sponding to the state’s query included MGM Resorts 
International, Wynn Resorts, Bally’s Corporation 
and the Suffolk County Off-Track Betting Corpo- 
ration, which operates Jake’s 58. Multiple civic as- 
sociations in northeastern Queens also submitted 
letters opposing the area surrounding CitiField as a 
potential location for one of the casinos. 

The three downstate contracts were among seven 


for casinos statewide that New Yorkers voted to allow 
in a 2013 referendum that amended the state con- 
stitution to approve non-tribal casinos for the first 
time. The proposal was largely supported on Long 
Island with voters approving it by two-thirds of the 
vote. Fifty-seven percent of voters statewide gave the 
state the go-ahead. 

The Shinnecock, which previously cleared five 
acres of land to build a casino on tribal land in 2003 
and then tried reviving that stalled effort a decade 
ago after winning federal recognition, is betting the 
third time’s a charm. With a National Indian Gam- 
ing Commission approval in hand, all that stands in 
the way are environmental approvals for the facility 
planned on its land. 

“We feel that we have all our ducks in a row this 
time,” Shinnecock Council Chairman Bryan Polite 
told reporters upon laying down his cards on the ca-

sino plan last year. 

Dubbed Shinnecock Casino Hamptons, tribal 
leaders did not show their hand on the revenue the 
casino is anticipated to generate, although it is ex- 
pected to significantly improve the tribe’s finances. 
The Shinnecock hope to parlay the cash infusion into 
helping its historically impoverished population. But 
King noted that the coronavirus pandemic-induced 
supply chain issues may slow the timeline for con- 
struction, which he expects to start this year and is 
projected to take 18 to 25 months to complete. 

The casino is one of several projects the Shin- 
~ necock have in the works to raise revenue. It’s cur- 
rently in a legal battle with the state Department of 
Transportation over a pair of electronic billboards 
that the tribe dubbed monuments and built on tribal 
land on either side of Route 27. It’s also on track to 
open Little Beach Harvest, what’s likely to be Long 
Island’s first legalized recreational marijuana dis- 
pensary, this year. And last summer the tribe voted 
to approve construction of a 200-room hotel-resort 
and convention center, a gas station and convenience 
store at the tribe’s Westwoods property in Hampton 
Bays adjacent to the billboards. 

The Shinnecock are working with Tri-State Part- 
ners on the casino plan. 


“Qver the past several years we have witnessed 
the suffering of the Shinnecock Nation and also seen 
the opportunity to lift their people from the poverty 
they currently live in,” Tri-State Partner and Manag- 
ing Member Jack Morris said during the February 
2021 announcement. “This will be a property Long 
Island residents will enjoy visiting, while enabling 
the Shinnecock Nation to take advantage of oppor- 
tunities other members of Native American nations 
have harnessed.” 

Neighbors and local lawmakers have raised con- 
cerns about how building a casino in Southampton 
would worsen the legendary gridlock that routinely 
grinds traffic to a crawl on two-lane Montauk High- 
way, especially during peak summer tourist season. 

“The traffic is already not moving in the morning 
and afternoon,” Southampton Town Supervisor Jay 
Schneiderman has told Dan’s Papers. “It couldn't 
handle that type of use.” 

The tribe’s request came shortly before the state 
gave approval for online bookmakers DraftKings, 
Caesars, FanDuel and Rush Street Interactive to 
start accepting bets as of January 8. The move made 
New York the largest state to approve online sports 
betting and one of 18 states where it is legal to place 
sports bets remotely through online sportsbooks. 


New York previously allowed on-site sports wager- 
ing at casinos in 2019. 

It’s been widely reported that the online sports 
wagering approvals have increased pressure on the 
state to speed up the timeline for approving the 
downstate casino contracts. The Shinnecock main- 
tain that since the federally recognized tribe should 
have been allowed to negotiate a casino with the 
administration of disgraced ex-Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
— who resigned following nearly a dozen sexual ha- 
rassment allegations and is reportedly self-exiled in 
the Hamptons — it deserves one of the contracts. 

“The Shinnecock have been historically shut out 
from negotiating its federal right to open a gaming 
facility apart from its territory in Southampton,” 
King said. “We have a right to negotiate a compact 
with the State of New York, just like upstate New 
York tribes that have multiple casinos each. We have 
the same right to do that to negotiate a facility and 
to take land into trust and to have property that a 
gaming facility is constructed on ... but the Cuomo 
administration refused our pleas to negotiate a gam- _ 
ing compact.” 

Will the tribe hit the jackpot this time? Place your 
bets.

Dear Supervisor Van Scoyoc, 


Congratulations on your recent election victory. East Hampton residents have once again placed 
their trust in your to make decisions on their behalf - a trust you have earned though your past 
record of listening to community concerns and acting in the best interest of the public. I realize 
that it is not always easy to reach consensus or find middle ground on difficult and divisive 
issues like wind power and affordable housing; to that end; perhaps no issue has been more 
challenging to balance conflicting interests and concerns than the East Hampton Airport. 

Having served in the past as East Hampton Town Supervisor, I fully appreciate how contentious 
of a community issue the airport is. Complaints about the East Hampton Airport did not end for 
me when I left that office 18 years ago to become representative in the Suffolk County 
Legislature. Now, as the Southampton Town Supervisor, I am still the recipient of frequent 
citizen complaints about noise pollution related to the East Hampton Airport, which borders 
Southampton Town. I recognize the public pressure you are under,.and the efforts you have 
made to enact common sense measures to restrict aircraft operations. I understand that the East 
Hampton Town Board is considering all options including, as a last resort, the permanent closure 
of the East Hampton Airport. 


As you know, the East Hampton Airport (HTO), though located within and operated by the 

Town of East Hampton, serves a regional need and plays a significant role in the local economy. 
The airport certainly has both positive and negative impacts on the broader region of the East 
End of Long Island. As the Southampton Town Supervisor, I regularly hear noise complaints 
about the East Hampton Airport. For example, the decision by the Eastern Regional Helicopter 
Pilots Association to favor the “November Route” over the “Northern Route” has diverted 
helicopter traffic from the North Fork and placed it squarely over the South Fork, negatively 
impacting our most populated hamlet of Hampton Bays, and also concentrating noise pollution in 
Water Mill, North Sea, Noyac, and other areas. These residents have seen a significant 
deterioration in their quality of life. As you debate airport operation, I ask you to endeavor to 
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Relieve the suffering of these Southampton Town residents by minimizing or discontinuing the 
current “November Rule”. | 


I recognize that the East Hampton Town Board’s preferred alternative is not full closure of the 
airport, but rather to simply wrest control of operations from the FAA in order to enact common 
sense restrictions that would allow reasonable use of the airport while minimizing noise impacts 
to residents. I support the board’s effort to gain local control, provided that changes to airport 

_ operations also address noise and other impacts experienced by areas within Southampton Town 
and other areas of eastern Long Island. 


East Hampton has a long history of trying to gain control of airport operations, efforts that have 
often been directly supported by the resolutions of the Southampton Town Board. East Hampton 
Town has not made any grant applications to the FAA for two decades as it ran down the 
twenty-year clock on grant assurances tied to FAA grants. In the past, these FAA grants covered 
the full costs of maintaining this regional facility. Apparently, there are some additional FAA 

assurances that are more perpetual in nature. It is my understanding that the Town has been 

_ provided legal advice that in order to extinguish these remaining assurances, a technical closure 
may have to occur with the intention of re-opening the airport within a short window of time. 
However, I am concerned that “temporary” closure of the airport could result in “prolonged” or 
even “permanent closure” as a result of litigation, without first having had the opportunity to 
assess the impacts of closure on the broader region through the SEQRA process. Because of the 
potential risk of inadvertent closure, the decision to temporarily close the airport must be 
approached with caution. Seemingly, “intentional” closure of the airport would be a Type I 
action under §75-51 of the East Hampton Town Code, and a full EIS would be completed 
examining the impacts on the region, including environmental, traffic and economic impacts. In 
process. My fear is that “unintentional” closure due to litigation, would circumvent the SEQRA 
process, thereby denying Southampton Town the ability to properly assess the impacts through 
the SEQRA process. 


Although many residents in Southampton Town would applaud the closure of East hampton 
Airport, the noise related impacts would undoubtedly shift to other areas. Jet pilots will choose 
to land at Francis S. Gabreski Airport (FOK) in Westhampton, rather than Montauk Airport 
(MTP) with its short single runway. After landing in Westhampton, travelers will either drive on 
already congested roads to points east, or transfer to a helicopter for last leg of the trip to the 
Meadow Lane Helipad in Southampton Village (87N) or the Montauk Airport (MTP). This 
_ would create the unintended consequence of more helicopter traffic. Instead of having a single 
aircraft landing at the East Hampton Airport, with its passengers dispersing to their destinations 
in East Hampton, Amagansett, Sag Harbor, Sagaponack, Bridgehampton, Water Mill, or 
Southampton via short car ride, passengers will instead land at Gabreski Airport and then board 
helicopters — likely more than one if there are separate hamlet destinations — to reach their 
destination and avoid traffic. One flight operation could conceivably be replaced by two or more 
flight operations, all to be flown over the Southampton community, in what would become 
uncontrolled airspace with no altitude minimums. There is also the possibility that the FAA 
approved Bistrian Heliport in Springs (4NY5) could accept some helicopter traffic, bringing 
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helicopter noise into an even more populated area of East Hampton Town. During a prolonged 
period of closure, many helicopter users will likely choose to land at the private Montauk Airport 
(MTP). In order to save gas on this journey, these helicopters will likely travel in a straight path 
directly over Southampton Town and East Hampton Town, rather than flying the lengthier water 
routes. Additionally, a prolonged period of closure could result in a proliferation of noisy 
seaplanes in waters outside of Town jurisdiction. 


If the East Hampton Airport (HTO) closed for an extended period of time, residents in the 
Westhampton area would see a significant increase in air traffic and the accompanying noise 
impacts. Westhampton is not the only area that could be impacted by prolonged closure of the 
East Hampton Airport. The primary ILS approach used by the large jets into westhampton 
(FOK) is over Southampton and Water Mill. The Westhampton. airport manager and the FAA 
have both described their concern that a closure (even temporary) to East Hampton Airport 
(HTO) will result in an unworkable increase in large jet traffic - meaning neither their tower, nor 
their ramp, nor their airspace configuration, fits under the regional Terminal Radar Approach 
Control Facilities (TRACON) guidance. This is especially significant in light of the Calverton 
approach for all international traffic into JFK and Newark (EWR). These conflicts will prevent 
the rapid processing of landing aircraft, and many of the additional aircraft wishing to land at 
Gabreski (FOK) will likely be put into approach holds, all of which are located over 
Southampton Town. The closure (even temporary) of HTO will result in all of the airspace from 
Hampton Bays eastward becoming uncontrolled Class G airspace, so the aircraft holds will be 
put there to avoid the other airspace conflicts to the north and east. 


A second factor to consider related to long-term or permanent closure is the resulting effect on 
property values. While properties located near the East Hampton Airport may increase in value, 
there will likely be a reduction in property values in areas that see an increase in aircraft noise 
such as Montauk and Westhampton. There may also be a reduction in value in some of the 
highest priced sectors of the real estate market where proximity to an airport is seen as an 
essential amenity, including estate sections of Water Mill, Bridgehamton and Sagaponack. 
Southampton Town uses a system of full fair market assessments. If these areas lose value, it 
will mean a shifting of the tax burden to less affluent areas in order to maintain funding levels for 
local schools, libraries, Fire and Ambulance Departments, and municipal government. 


A third factor to consider regarding prolonged or permanent closure of the East Hampton Airport 
is the airport's role in providing critical emergency infrastructure. I certainly hope that we are 
never faced with a large-scale evacuation from a natural disaster or radiological emergency. 
However, if we did, the airport could play a lifesaving role in bringing in needed food or medical 
supplies for those who wait to be evacuated from our area. Global warming presents the threat 
of more severe hurricanes and increased wildfires in our region. Closing the airport would make 
this resource unavailable during these or other emergencies, and it is a concern that should not 
easily be dismissed. 


A fourth factor worth noting as you debate the possibility of closing the airport, is that a new 
generation of nearly-silent electric helicopters are on the horizon. These vehicles, like the 7 seat 
Lilium and the 5 seat Joby eVTOL electric aircraft, have a 150-miles range, making East 
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Hampton Airport accessible to the New York City market, roughly 110 miles away. Closing the 
airport could deny the region the ability to take advantage of easier, cleaner, and more affordable 
travel to Manhattan. In the future, quiet helicopters could help alleviate traffic congestion on our 
roadways. If East Hampton Town is able to gain greater control over aircraft operation, it could 
phase out the louder helicopters over the next few years in favor of the quieter aircraft. In the 
interim, East Hampton could promote greater use of the “Sierra Route” (Georgica Pond) for both 
in-bound and out-bound helicopter operations. That would be a welcome change, limiting the 
number of individuals burdened by helicopter noise. Although helicopter routes remain 
voluntary, perhaps the Town could incentivise the less impactful routes by limiting access to the 
Town-owned fueling station at the airport to those who comply with the noise reduction 
strategies. 


Because of the possible adverse impacts on Southampton Town associated with prolonged 
closure, I would gladly lend my support to discussions with the FAA regarding extinguishing the 
remaining assurances through mutual consent. The FAA must share the same concerns that a 
temporary closure could result in a prolonged or even permanent closure of the facility. It is hard 
to imagine that the FAA would not allow an arrangement that would give greater control of 
_ aircraft operations, including curfews and other limitations, rather than risk full closure of the’ 
airport. 


In summary, I support your efforts to gain control of airport operations, provided Southampton 
residents are also relieved of the burden of noise pollution. I urge the Town of East Hampton to 
work with the Town of Southampton and the FAA to address the regional noise impacts of the 
East Hampton Airport in order to provide much needed relief to our residents. I request that the 
Town of Southampton be made fully aware of any significant proposed changes to airport 
operations, and that our residents and elected officials are given an opportunity to be fully heard 
prior to enacting any changes which could adversely affect our economy and our quality of life.

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The Annual Median Sale Price of Hamptons 
Real Estate Increased 18.5% Year over Year

| ie 2021, sellers were 48.3% less 
negotiable and homes listed and 
closed 30% faster than in 2020. List- 
ing inventory decreased 48.6% year 
over year, from 961 available list- 
ings for sale from Southamp- 
ton to Montauk on January 
1, 2021, to a meager 494 
on January 1, 2022. 

As December 2021 
drew to a close, local 
real estate agents tended 
to agree with one anoth- 
er — people just don’t want 
to sell right now. They don’t 
have to sell, they don’t want to 
sell. 

They speculated that the amount 
of inventory is a function of not only

the new COVID landscape, but also 
the economic environment, includ- 
ing variables like attractive mortgage 
interest rates. With so much contin- 
ued uncertainty, hard assets like real 
estate currently provide individuals 
who have disposable income with 
a safe and comfortable place 
to invest their funds — 
it’s quite a good time 
to purchase a first or 
second home in the 
Hamptons. 
With a median sales 
price in December 2021 
of $2.75 million, Hamp- 
tons homes increasingly 
became a luxury commodity. 
In 2021, 1.2% of homes priced below 
$1 million achieved a sales price over 
$1 million, compared to 1.1% in 2020, 


but only 0.01% in 2019. 

Investing in the Hamptons comes 
with the added benefit of fulfilling a 
lifestyle choice more easily made as 
full and hybrid work-from-home op- 
tions increasingly become norms. The 
homes can be luxurious, but the natu- 
ral setting so proximate to New York 
City, in particular, is irreplaceable. 

The agents are only partly right, 
however. While the economy and 
COVID landscape do inform real es- 
tate transaction decisions today, as 
always, the numbers tell the full story, 
which involves taking a look at where 
we are compared to where we've been. 

The month of December 2021 saw 
only 44 new listings come on the mar- 
ket, while 101 went under contract — a 
77.8% difference in new supply versus 
buyer demand. 


After an upward rollercoaster of new 
listings for the first four months of the 
year, while the number of contracts 
signed remained steadily high, once 
the spring selling market presented, 
new listings and contracts signed 
were neck in neck. But by June 2021, 
the start of the Hamptons summer 


‘season, the number of new listings 


to the market skyrocketed and then 
plateaued through summer. Contracts 
signed remained in a gradual decline 
through the spring selling market and 
into July. 

As August drew to a close, real es- 
tate professionals believed that this 
was it — the bulk of COVID-related 
interest in the Hamptons was over. 
The market would begin to return to 
normal activity levels, including a set- 
tling of pricing as active buyers were 
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likely to have more options amidst 
fewer buyers in the market. It was 
also highly possible that some peak 
COVID buyers would feel purchase 
remorse and rush to sell. None of this_ 
was to be. : 
How much of the current Hamptons 
real estate market condition is due to 
an increase in the number of people 
not wanting to sell, perhaps still due 
to COVID-related reasons, versus the 
general increase in housing demand 
alongside depleted inventory coming 
out of 2020? 
The number of new listings coming 
on the market stabilized to “normal” 
(or pre-COVID) market levels as early 
as January 2021. While the number of 
contracts signed is no longer as high 
as the levels we saw in the last half of 
2020, the number of contracts that 
_were signed in the last quarter of 2021 
was still 135% higher than the average 
of the pre-COVID fourth quarters of 
2019 and 2018 combined. It appears. 
as though the decision to purchase 
and relocate to the Hamptons, at least 
part-time, remains a strong trend go- 
ing into 2022. 

The large difference between the 
number of properties going under 
contract from June 2020 through De- 
cember 2021 relative to the amount of 
new listings put on offer during the 
same time has taken an even bigger 
toll on the real estate market — that 
has only driven prices even higher 
than the massive rush on properties 
did in late summer and fall of 2020. 

For example, a property that is cur- 
rently under contract for 16% more 
now than it had been in the spring 
of 2021 only increased in value 3% 
between November 2020 and March 
2021. During the last quarter of 2021 
alone, Hamptons land listings in- 
creased approximately 10% in value. 

Sellers are asking more and buyers 
are paying more — reflected by the 
median last asking price trending up 
to the $2 million marker. The dip in 
the median last asking price for the 

~ month of December 2021 is explained 
by the fact that fewer properties over 
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$10 million listed in December than 
during the fall and earlier in 2021. 

From January 2018 to October 
2020 the median listing discount, the 
difference between the last asking 
price and the price for which the list- 
ing actually closed, was less than 4% 
off only five times and never had been 
less than 3%. Since October 2020, the 
listing discount has been less than 3% 
seven times and has not seen 4% or 
more again. 

Properties have generally not been 
trading at discount, even when priced 
high, sellers are more likely to reduce 
their price to meet buyer expecta- 
tions, than buyers are willing to bid 
low to the list price. 

Buyers regained some power in 
2021 compared to 2020, they could 
say things like, “Get real or I'll go 
somewhere else.” Sellers. typically 
were responsive and reduced quickly 
when they initially had been 20% or 


more overpriced at listing. On the © 


other hand, sellers who priced at or 
below market value often received 
20% or over their asking prices out of 
the gate. 

The days on market remained his- 


_torically low. As this author predicted 


at the end of summer 2021, the num- 
ber of days from listing to signed 
contract has increased. However, not 
for the reasons assumed. Instead of 
more available homes to choose from, 
December 2021 saw buyers circling 
back and bidding on listings that had 
been sitting on the market due to ei- 
ther overpricing or lack of desirable 
features. 

In December, buyers once again be- 
gan to make wishlist sacrifices simply 
to secure a Hamptons foothold. As a 


result, though 33% of the listings that ° 


signed contracts in December did so 


within 45 days of listings for sale, © 


the median days from list to contract 
signed increased 41.7% from Novem- 
ber to December 2021. 

The annual median sold price in- 
creased 18.5% year over year, from 
$1,899,000 in 2020 to $2,250,000 in 
2021. Sellers were 48.3% less negotia- 
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ble in 2021 than in 2020 and homes 
listed and closed 30% faster in 2021.

Honoring This Week's Cover Artist: 


Susan Sterber

eae Sterber returns to the cover 
of Dan’s Papers with another 
stunning snowy painting. Here, she 
discusses her art style, inspiring 
young artists and more. 


What inspired this week’s cov- 
er art, “Snow Day?” 

Across the street from my house 
there’s a big hill — perfect for sled- 
ding. I love to watch the kids come fly- 
ing down on all sorts of sleds, tubes, 
toboggans and some very unique cre- 
ations. Adults charging back up the 
hill with the kids — I had done the 
same many times with my daughter in 
‘years gone by. The last few years have 
been so hard on our children that 
finding joy in a fresh snow and having 
so much fun is great for them and us. 


How was this piece created? 
‘I saw this little group of sledders 
running up the hill and couldn't resist 


a quick pencil sketch from my front 
door. The sketch blossomed into a col- 
orful watercolor sketch in my sketch 
pad where I worked out the figures and 
the surrounding landscape. I drew the 
scene up on cold press watercolor pa- 
per and then completed the painting 
with watercolor paints. I spattered 
some white gauche paint to create the 
falling snow effect. 


What makes “Snow Day” an 
ideal fit for a Dan’s Papers 
cover? 

This piece reflects the joy and care- 
free spirit of a snow day, and Dan’s 
Papers serves up support and positiv- 
ity to the community — something we 
all need right now. It’s also a seasonal 
timely scene typical of Long Island 
this time of year. 


How would you describe your 
art style, and how did you de- 
velop it? 

My style is a loose interpretation of 
the natural world. Watercolor lends 
itself to that purpose as it is such a 
fluid medium. I have been working in 
watercolors since high school. 

For 36 years I worked as an art 
teacher and taught and learned from 
my students. 
Always looking 
for inspiration, 
I try to paint en 
plein air when 
possible and to 
simplify shapes 
and create ex- 
citing color. I 
have studied 
with many well- 
known artists 
learning differ- 
ent techniques 
that I can apply 


to my work. Joining art leagues, ex- 
hibiting in local galleries and winning 
awards are all part of creating a rich 
art environment. 


What artistic accomplishment 
are you most proud of? 

Recently, I have been seeing the 
work of former students being exhib- 
ited, and it is gratifying to know that 
I was able to inspire them and give 
them the tools to express themselves 
through their art. I think it’s so great 
that I was able to share art with the 
kids and create appreciation and in- 
terest that will stay with them as they 
go through life. 


What do you find most reward- 
ing about being an artist? 

For me, painting is like eating or 
drinking — I need to do it to be hap- 
py. My quest for subject matter takes 
me to all the most amazing gardens, 
arboretums, preserves and beaches. 
Sometimes I paint onsite, and some- 
times I walk and photograph for later 
studio painting. When I paint, I am 
completely focused and engaged. It’s 
my form of meditation. It’s great to 
capture a moment in time and be able 
to share it in a painting. 


Where can your work be seen 
in the coming weeks, both on- 
line and up close? 

I have a painting on display in the 
6oth Long Island Artists Exhibi- 
tion at the Art league of Long Island, 
Jeanie Tengelsen Gallery, 107 East 
Deer Park Road, Dix Hills through 
January 21. Another painting, also at 
the Jeanie Tengelsen Gallery, will be in 
the Members Exhibition 2022, March 


19 to April 8.

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Bay Street Invites Teen Actors to Explore 
Their Passion in First Academy Show

ay Street Theater has announced 

the all-new Bay Street Theater 
Student Academy, and its director is 
looking for local teenagers to not only 
star in it, but to develop valuable skills 
and a potentially life-changing pas- 
sion during the process, as she did. 

Joining the Bay Street team in Sep- 
tember 2021 as customer experience 
manager, Academy Director Kayla 
Matters quickly realized that the lack 
of access to East End theater training 
opportunities that she experienced 
as a teenager, was still felt by today’s 
teens. And she had the right level of 
passion and experience to do some- 
thing about it. 

Building up her “jack of all trades” 
expertise, as she describes it, a young 
Matters joined the STAGES program, 
which allowed her to perform on the 
Bay Street stage; took voice, dance 
and acting lessons in New York City; 
and attended Rider University, grad- 
uating with a BFA in musical theater 
in 2018. After a stint performing 
in theater productions around the 
country, she moved back to NYC 
where she helped train underprivi- 
leged and marginalized students in 
musical theater. 

When COVID-1i9 hit, Matters re- 
turned to the Hamptons and found a 
job at Bay Street, where she further 
developed an interest in the creation 
and business of theater. Inspired by 
Director of Education and Commu- 
nity Outreach Allen O’Reilly’s passion 
for his work with children, she pro- 
posed to him and Executive Director 
Tracy Mitchell a new way for teens to 
develop and explore their own passion 
for theater. 

“This is going to be the first time Bay 
Street puts on a month-long academy 
that culminates in a fully mounted 
production of a musical with students,” 
Matters says, adding that she is look- 
ing to cast around 15-20 young actors 
— a larger cast than even some of Bay 
Street’s summer MainStage shows. 

For the inaugural Bay Street Theater 
Academy show, Matters chose The Ad- 
dams Family, a 2010 Broadway smash 
featuring the music of Andrew Lippa. 
“I wanted something the teens would 
be excited to perform, something they 
thought was fun and modern, and 
something that the audience would

enjoy, as well,” she shares, noting that 
if she were a teen today, she probably 
wouldn't be “too jazzed about a Disney 
show.” 

Auditions will be held on Monday, 
January 24 and are open to fully vac- 
cinated performers ages 12-18. Each 
singer must prepare 32 bars from one 
the following Addams Family songs: 
“Pulled,” “Just Around the Corner,” 
“Happy/Sad,” “Crazier Than You,” 
“What If” or “Fhe Moon and Me.” An 
accompanist will be provided. 

Callbacks for specific roles will fol- 
low on Tuesday, January 25, where 
actor chemistry and role fit will be 
assessed. Everyone who auditions 
will be accepted into the academy and 
cast in the show. Because of this, on- 
line registration is required ahead of 
auditions with a tuition price of $450. 
Families who can’t afford tuition can 
email Matters at kayla@baystreet.org 
to inquire about need-based scholar- 
ships. “Bay Street is very passionate 


about diversity, equity and inclusion,” — 


she adds. 
The audition process may not be cut- 


ting any aspiring young actors, but it’s 
not to be taken lightly either. Matters 
shares that the lessons she learned 
from strict, professional directors 
have stuck with her for many years, 
so she hopes to instill in her students 
the motto: “Happy to be here, ready to 
work.” With these words in mind, she 
plans to cultivate a positive learning 
environment where students can im- 
prove their collaborative teamwork, 
public speaking, professionalism, 
confidence, commitment, technical 
skills and ability to express emotions 
through art. 

“T want this to be not just resulting 
in a performance, but I want this to be 
something that the kids can walk away 
with a variety of things that they've 
learned from the experience,” Mat- 
ters says, emphasizing that whether a 
student is cast in the ensemble or as 
a lead, the experience will be invalu- 
able. “At the end of the day, it’s not the 
size of the role, it’s what you do with 
it? 

The Addams Family will rehearse 
weekly, Mondays through Wednes-

days, beginning January 24 through 
April 4, 3-6 p.m., culminating in per- 
formances on Friday, April 8 at 8 p.m. 
and Saturday, April 9 at 3 p.m. and 8 
p.m. With these performances, Mat- 
ters hopes to not only get the actors 
excited about theater, but the kids in 
the audience, as well, which will help 
the Hamptons become “a community 
where we're inspiring the next genera- 
tion of artists,” she says. 

“’'m incredibly passionate about 
this project, and the thing I want 
more than anything is to share that 
passion with the students and to show 
them how transformative and life- 
changing theater can be — regardless 
of the role, regardless of whether you 
want to pursue this as a career,” she 
continues. “Theater, for me, was a 
life-changing experience. It gave me a 
passion, gave me a purpose, and if I 
can have just one student find a pas- 
sion or a purpose, then I think this 
will have been worth it.”

ce cream is coming back to New- 
town Lane in East Hampton! 

Popular New York City artisanal ice 
cream seller A La Mode Shoppe is get- 
ting set to open a new location at 35 
Newtown Lane between Main Street 
and Park Place in the Village of East 
Hampton this spring. The Hamptons 
shop will mark the company’s first 
brick-and-mortar expansion since A 
La Mode Shoppe found meteoric suc- 
cess through its original Manhattan 
flagship and their commitment to “al- 
lergy-free ice cream” in NYC’s Midtown 
East neighborhood seven years ago. 

The new store will operate out of 910 
square feet of retail space in the former 
location of Scoop Du Jour, which closed 
in 2020. This second location is expect- 
ed to be ready as early as April, just in 
time for summer in the Hamptons. ; 

A La Mode Shoppe specializes in 
handcrafted, small-batch premium 
ice cream prepared in a facility where 
there is no chance of products coming 
in contact with nuts, eggs or sesame 
seeds. While keeping allergy restric- 
tions at the forefront, the ice cream 
maker says it “does not compromise 
on taste and comes in a variety of fun 
flavors,” along with gluten-free and 
dairy-free options. 

Cofounders Mare and Sandy Roth 
could not have predicted how hot their 
small ice cream brand would get when 
they decided to step away from their

previous careers and open A La Mode 
Shoppe right across from their home 
on Sutton Place in NYC. “She had this 
idea of opening up an ice cream shop,” 
Roth says, recalling how his wife 
Sandy first suggested creating what 
would eventually become the official 
ice cream of LEGOLAND New York, 
Madison Square Garden, Nassau Coli- 
seum and numerous other stadiums, 
schools, universities, camps and or- 
ganizations. “It was a completely new 
world for me,” he continues, pointing 
out that his background was in the res- 
taurant business while Sandy worked 
in children’s clothes. 

“At A La Mode, we pride ourselves 
on being all-inclusive and mindful of 
the growing number of people who 
have allergies today,” Sandy says, de- 
scribing what sets A La Mode Shoppe 
apart and what made them a viral 
sensation just one month after they 
opened.

ice cream together.” 

As her husband explains it, a father 
of a child with a nut allergy shared a 
photo of their sign (and its allergen- 
free promise) online, and suddenly A 
La Mode Shoppe was packed with par- 
ents and their kids with allergies who 
were getting to taste ice cream for the 
very first time without fear of terrible 
consequences. 

It turns out A La Mode Shoppe — 
“the 100% no-nuts ice cream” — was 
the first ice cream company of its kind, 
and there was a huge market for what 
they were selling. “A year after we were 
open, we had no choice but to build 
from the ground up a manufacturing 


‘facility;” Roth says of their Bronx fac- 


tory where nuts and other ingredients 
with allergens have never entered the 
premises, and never will. This unique 
angle helped get their ice cream into 
2,000 retail stores nationwide and set 
the stage for a well-considered expan- 
sion plan that begins right here in East 
Hampton and will continue with fran- 
chise opportunities. 

“The allergy community has been 
amazing and helped us get where we 
are,” Roth says. Of course, it didn’t 
hurt that they created a delicious,

high-quality product that has never 
tasted like a poor-substitute. “It’s super 
premium ice cream,” he says, noting 
that the shop’s standard offerings are 
60% butterfat and every single flavor 
is allergen-free. 

In East Hampton, A La Mode Shop- 
pe will consistently offer at least 20 
flavors, eight of which will always be 
dairy-free, as well as soft serve and, if 
all goes according to plan, premium 
local coffee. 

“This is a perfect location for our 
first venture outside of New York City,” 
Sandy Roth says of East Hampton. 
And, like the NYC store, she’s includ- 
ing an infant and children’s apparel 
boutique, which will carry clothing, 
toys and unique gifts. : 

Marc Roth says they will also hold 
events and parties for kids and fami- 
lies, and they'll have an ice cream 
truck, ice cream carts and catering 
available for off-site gatherings. New 
to the Hamptons, the couple have 
rented a home locally for the year and 
they're making an effort to become 
part of the community as the business 
grows.

CANette Wine Spritzers

y now I’m sure you have been introduced to 

the concept of wine in cans. While many wine 
snobs may reject this premise out of hand, don't. 
There are some quality wines now being released 
in cans. Most do hail from California, but CANette 
is a line of canned wine spritzers from Long Island 
that can absolutely enhance all kinds of gatherings 
and parties. 

Before reading on, if you are old enough to re- 
member wine coolers, let that thought exit. If you 
are old enough to remember Champale, which was 
actually a malt beverage, not wine, really banish 
that thought as well. 

CANette wine spritzers are made from Long 
Island grapes and other natural flavors. Two CA- 
NEttes that would complement any winter event 
are the CANette Red Wine Spritzer with orange 
and cardamom and the CANette White Wine 
Spritzer with pear and spice. 

The CANette Red Wine Spritzer with orange 
and cardamom is so similar to the flavor palate 
of mulled wine, a real winter favorite, yet bubbly 
and cold. It’s also reminiscent of the days before

the Sex and the City cosmo. Back in the day, red 
wine spritzers were seriously a thing. This CA- 
Nette goes far beyond capturing that popular ’80s 
cocktail — it elevates it to another level. 

The CANette White Wine Spritzer with pear 
and spice also has a wonderful winter flavor and 
hits all the right notes with its balance of fruit and 


spice. Both of these spritzers look beautiful in the — 


glass. No need to remain in the can. 

There are some significant positives to consider 
when including a spritzer option for winter par- 
ties. Being a spritzer, rather than a canned wine, 
the alcohol is lower. Canned wines often come 


in 375ml cans. Many people don’t realize, until 2 
they’ve indulged, that just because it’s the size of 


beer, doesn’t mean it has the alcohol content of a 
beer. A regular can of wine is equal to half a bottle 
of wine. And wine is higher in alcohol than beer. 
But, back to the spritzer, while it’s also in a 375ml 
can, being a spritzer, the alcohol level is lower, a

Recipe: Jon Albrecht and Nick Resini’s Honest Plate. 
Curry & Buttermilk Roasted Chicken Breast — 


The chicken is a bone-in roasted 
breast, marinated in curry and 
buttermilk with roasted winter 
root vegetables. This recipe serves 
four. 


Chicken Ingredients: 

2 large bone-in chicken breasts 

2 cups buttermilk (or, for vegetar- 
ians, creamy style oat milk) 

1 tbsp curry powder 

1/2 tbsp smoked paprika 

1/2 tablespoon Kosher salt 


Chicken Directions: 

1. Set oven to 350 degrees on 
bake. 

2. Take both chicken breasts and 


cut in half on a diagonal and let sit 
on cutting board. 

3. In a medium mixing bowl, 
combine buttermilk (or oat milk), 
curry, paprika and salt. 

4. Add chicken breast to mixture 
and gently cover. Set aside and let 
sit for 15 minutes. 

5. Clean cutting board and knife 
for roasted root vegetables. 


Vegetable Ingredients: 

4 carrots peeled 

4 parsnips peeled | 

2 tbsp olive oil 

1 tsp Kosher salt 

2 cloves garlic, peeled and 
smashed 


Vegetable & Final Directions: 
1. Place olive oil in mixing bowl 
and add salt and smashed garlic. 


Then add root vegetables and gently 


toss. 

2. Place vegetables on oven-safe 
tray. Then place chicken breast on 
different oven-safe tray and pour 
buttermilk mixture over the chicken. 

3. Place chicken tray in oven on 
lower rack and roast for 15 to 20 
minutes (oven cooking times may 
vary). Place tray of root vegetables in 
oven on top rack and roast for 10 to 
15 minutes. 

4. Check chicken breast by gently 
cutting into middle of breast. It may 
need an additional 8 to 10 minutes.

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BHCGRC Is ‘Extended Family’ for Those in Need

ridgehampton Child Care & Recreational Cen- 

ter (BHCCRC) has become a pillar in the lo- 

cal community for everything from its long list 
of programs to the caring staff and lasting ef- 
fects it has on all those who go there. The center 
is a refuge and resource for all in the community. 
“Our mission states that the Bridgehampton Child 
Care & Recreational Center is a historically Black, 
community-based institution serving all marginal- 
ized East End children and families. The center en- 
courages, educates and empowers all East End chil- 
dren and their families,” explains Debra McEneaney, 
BHCCRC marketing and community advisor. “We 
offer quality educational and enrichment programs

for all ages. We educate, inspire, build self-esteem 
and create opportunity. We are a full-service com- 
munity center. We are a family. We change lives!” 

Since the center became a not-for-profit in 1954, 
it has grown and adapted to help everyone in the 
community. “The center has served marginalized 
families, primarily African American and Latino, 
ever since,” McEneaney continues. “We are a lifeline 
for working families. Our population, many from 
single-parent homes and many immigrants with 
English as the second language, need extra help and 
guidance. The center now has a Latino department 
to aid these families, a community outreach advo- 
cate, a substance misuse specialist and an in-house 
social worker.” 

BHCCRC offers an array of different programs for 
everyone in the community, including after-school 
programs, a summer program, SAT classes, one-on- 
one college prep and workforce training. They also 
have a food pantry, emergency assistance and in- 
house counseling. Even if what someone may need 
is not-offered at the center, the staff will help guide 
them in the right direction, says Shanae Pritchard, 
assistant to Director Bonnie Cannon. “Whatever the 
need is, the center is most likely able to help, and if 
we do not have the direct resources, we have people 
who will guide those individuals or families step by 
step.” 

Pritchard believes that it is not one service that 
makes the center what it is, instead it is the sense of 
community and people behind the center that make 
it such a pivotal landing spot for so many. “I believe 
the center itself has an impact on the community

‘because of the way we engage with our families,” 


Pritchard says. “We do not just give them food or 
provide a place for their children after school; we 
work with them and help them through things ev- 
ery step of the way — something like an extended 
family.” 

When the pandemic first started in the spring of 
2020, BHCCRC realized their community needed 
help and didn’t wait to get started. The food pantry 
at the center went from monthly to weekly to better 
serve those in need. Pre-COVID, the pantry was pro- 
viding food for about 70 individuals, but since spring 
2020 the pantry has been providing for hundreds, 
some weeks up to 800. In 2020, the center provided 
more than 20,000 bags of groceries to families and 
seniors in need. © 

The children that go to BHCCRC after school are 
not just placed in front of a television or given busy 
work to fill their time, instead they are showered 
with compassion, praise and love. “We start each 
day with affirmations teaching our kids that they 
matter, that they are important and loved. We pride 
ourselves on teaching leadership, public speaking 
and building good character,” McEneaney says. 

“I know [John] is in a safe place until I get off 
work,” explains Ana, whose son is brought to the 
center after school. While there, John gets all of his 
homework done-and does art projects to bring home, 
but Ana says his biggest takeaway from the program 
is the socialization and new friends he makes at the 
center. ? 

For Robin Gianis, the center made it possible for 
her to provide for her son while also raising him the 
way she always wanted to. “The BHCCRC helped me 
keep my life together at a time when I nearly felt like 
it was falling apart. The center provided me and my 
son, who started there when he was a kindergar- 
tener, with a safe place to grow and learn,” Gianis 
explains. Even now her son still remembers all of the 
amazing programs he was able to be a part of during 
his time there. “He will never forget the dance class- 
es, the swimming lessons and all of the wonderful 
art teachers and art projects they did there.” Gianis 
adds, “That place is a real lifesaver for working par- 
ents. They go above and beyond for our children.” 

Teens and adults are not forgotten at the center, 
where SAT classes are offered along with financial 
aid assistance. The center’s program Teach Me How 
to Fish is offered to adults ages 18-45 who are not 
on the track for college but instead looking for better 
paying jobs and the possibility of improving racial 
and economic equity. There is also the Thinking For- 
ward lecture series that provides educational talks 
to the community. 

Whether it’s providing help to those in need or in- 
spiring the community to open their minds, it is no 
surprise that BHCCRC has become a hub for com- 
munity outreach, engagement and growth for more 
than 60 years.

While many people use the new year as an opportunity 
for resolutions of personal change, I want to suggest try- 
ing something new this year. Instead of asking yourself, 
“What about about me do I want to change?” ask the more 
fundamental question: “Who am I?” The Indian sage Ra- 

mana Maharshi says that asking the question “Who am 
I?” is meant to dissolve the questioner. By that he means 

that questions like this might not receive an answer. The ques- 

tion is meant to stir us up, to help us melt away the parts of us that 

are but a shell of who we are. The question helps us take inventory of our charac- 

ter, our qualities, our identity markers, our externalities and the image we present 
to the world. And then we say, “Who am I really?” 

When Moses first encounters God at the burning bush and is tasked to go and 
save the Israelites from the tyranny of Pharaoh, Moses asks himself, “Who am I 
that I should go to Pharaoh and free the Israelites from Egypt?” (Exodus 3:11). We 
would expect Moses to feel confused about his identity; after all, he grew up in an 
Egyptian house, spent most of his adult life in the land of Midian, and he names 
his son Gershom, explaining etymologically, “For I was a stranger in a strange 
land.” This is a man who knows he’s Hebrew, but hasn’t spent any part of his life 
living among his people. The natural question would be “Who am I?” Before Mo- 
ses can answer God's call, he must first take personal inventory of who he is. 

When we explore the question “Who am I?” we begin to uncover a sense of our 
identity. Who we really are and what defines us is the amalgam of our heritage, 
culture, memories, experiences, feelings, thoughts, relationships and values. 
When we ask this question, we can begin to separate identity from the social mask 
that we present to the world. We are all wearing a mask, or perhaps many masks. 
The question “Who am I?” is about asking what’s under the mask. 

If making New Year’s resolutions has been an unproductive exercise for you in 
the past, try instead to ask yourself the simple yet profound question “Who am I?” 
and commit to spending time to search yourself for the answer.

renda’s mom told her 
2 that she was leaving for 

America when she was 
seven years old, and Brenda 
didn’t know when she would 
see her again. 

“It is difficult for a seven- 
year-old to understand .why 
her mother wants to go away, 
but the reality is confirmed ev- 
ery day when she isn’t there,” 
she says. “A little girl misses 
her mother making her fa- 
vorite meals, kissing her and 
tucking her into bed at night. 
Many children from my coun- 
try go through this sadness 
of having a parent leave in 
this manner. I didn’t know for 
sure when or if I would see her 
again, but I knew this was a 
normal thing that happened.” 

“My mother had the oppor- 
tunity to travel to the United 
States with her cousin and a 
group of people who knew the 
way. They felt they could man- 
age the trip without hiring 
an expensive coyote. There 
was a lot of risk involved, and 
my parents felt that it was 
too much to take me and my 
twelve-year-old brother on 
such a journey. They decided 
that if my mom managed to 
get to America, she would 
work and save up money to 
pay for a coyote to bring my 
dad and me. My twelve year- 
old brother would stay with 
family and come at a later 
date when he had finished his 
schooling and we had enough 
money saved for his trip. I 
have another brother who was 
about twenty years old at that 
time and was already in the 
United States.” 

After finding work as a 
live-in nanny, Brenda’s mom 
made a stable life in the United 
States, and eventually invited 
her daughter to join her in 
America. 


“Mom lived in her employ- 
er’s home and did not have 
to pay for accommodation or 
food, so she managed to save 
quickly to pay for a coyote to 
bring my dad and me to the 
WS2 

“We set off as part of a 
group of people mainly from 
El Salvador, Honduras and 
Guatemala. A lot of my trip 
remains blurry in my mem- 
ory because I was so little, 
but there are some points that 
I remember clearly. One of 
them was crossing the river 
between Guatemala and Mex- 
ico. I really enjoyed that part 
where we were put in a boat 
and taken from one side to 
the other. I thought that was 
fun, but as soon as we got out 
of the boat we were shouted 
at to move quickly away from 
the river and start heading 
towards the mountains. I re- 
member we were running 
along trails in a line and try- 
ing to keep up with everyone 
else. After a while my dad had 
to carry me on his shoulders 
because I was so tired. Think- 
ing back, I can imagine how 
difficult that would have been 
for him because we also had 
bags, but he kept up the pace. 
There were a couple of other 


children in the group. They 
were both boys; there were no 
other girls. Eventually, we ar- 
rived at a place where the coy- 
ote had arranged for a van to 
pick us up, and we all piled in, 
glad to not have to walk any 
further. We were then taken 
through Mexico by a variety 
of cars and buses.” 
Eventually, when they got 
across the border, Brenda’s 
group tried turning them- 
selves into ICE custody, as “at 
that time in 2004, adults with 
children were normally al- 
lowed to pass through into the 
U.S. without much trouble.” 


“When we got out, I was - 


part of a small group who in- 
tended to be caught by immi- 
gration once we entered the 
roadway,’ she said. “Because 
I was part of a family and my 
mom was already in the coun- 
try, it was presumed that im- 
migration officials would not 
send us back to our country. 
The idea was to let immigra- 
tion catch us.” 

With her mom working 
in Long Island, Brenda spent 
her time in Brooklyn, where 
she spent her time living with 
her aunt until “until my dad 
earned enough money from 
construction work to afford to 


rent our own place” elsewhere 
in the borough. 

“For afew years after we ar- 
rived inthe U.S. my dad worked 
really hard in construction. 
Then, one day he had a stroke 
which left him damaged down 
his left side. This was hard for 
my family because we had to 
rely solely on my mother’s in- 
come. My mother was amazing 
and managed to provide for us 
all. I graduated high school, 
and Iam studying business ad- 
ministration at the local com- 
munity college. I also work 
full time in order to pay for my 
studies and help the family.” 

“As ‘a Dreamer, I can’t get 
any aid for my college fees, so 
I pay for everything myself. 
My family brought me to this 
country to help me have a bet- 
ter future, so I owe it to them to 
get a college degree and a good 
job. A Dreamer is the word we 
use to describe an immigrant 
202 youth who qualifies for the 
DREAM (Development, Relief, 
and Education for Alien Mi- 
nors) Act, which allows us to 
apply for DACA status.” 

“When I received DACA 
I was given a social security 
number and authorization to 
work. In twelfth grade I was 
able to work in a retail store 


on the weekends. Now I havea 
permit in order to drive. I can 
drive to college and drive my 
parents around, which makes 
life easier for us all. Iam also 
part of a support group for im- 
migrants whose purpose is 
to educate and empower im- 
migrant youth. We provide 
the community with informa- 
tion and explain their rights. 
There are many young people 
who come to this country, and 
this support group helps them 
so that they do not feel so lost. 
We go to libraries, forums and 
schools, and we share help- 
ful information. We encour- 
age students to graduate from 
high school and get a college 
degree. I often share my story, 
and I feel that it is important 
for people like me to have a 
voice. I like to help others. I 
feel like an American citizen 
because I grew up here. I also 
don’t know what I would do if I 
got sent back to El Salvador—it 
isn’t my home anymore. I don’t 
have anyone or anything back 
there, only my origins. My 
parents are here, and my sib- 
lings as well are in this coun- 
try. Here I have grown up and 
have my family, my friends 
and my education. My future 
is here in the United States.” 
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Amagansett Actress Joan Copeland Dies at 99 
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JOAN COPELAND IN 2011

Gee Joan Copeland — a longtime Amagansett 
nd Manhattan homeowner who starred in tele- 
vision shows, films and Broadway musicals over the 
past 60 years — died in her sleep on January 4. She 
was 99. 

She won a Drama Desk Award in 1981 for her the- 
ater performance in The American Clock, her film 
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JOAN COPELAND AND JOEL VIG 


credits included the Oscar-nominated 1987 comedy 
Happy New Year, and among her TV appearances 
was a recurring role as Judge Rebecca Stein on Law 
& Order. 

“From the time I was a little girl, I had the stage 
bug,” she told The New York Times in 1981. “Perhaps 
I was unconsciously influenced by my brother. 

He had made it. I was desperate to get out 
of the dreariness I was living in.” 

Born Joan Maxine Miller on June 1, 
1922, Copeland was the daughter of 
a clothing manufacturer and school- 
teacher. She was the younger sister of 
Kermit Miller, a salesman, and play- 
wright Arthur Miller, who was married 
to Marilyn Monroe and won a Pulitzer 
Prize for Death of a Salesman. 

After graduating from Abraham Lincoln High 
School in Brooklyn, she made her professional stage 
debut in 1945 as the titular female lead during a per- 
formance of William Shakespeare’s Romeo and Juliet 
at the Brooklyn Academy of Music. Her Broadway de- 
but came three years later in Sundown Beach. 

While she appeared in more than a dozen films — 
her first was in 1958’s The Goddess, about Monroe 
— she preferred the stage and TV. Soaps in which she 
appeared included Search for Tomorrow, One Life to 
Live and As the World Turns. She also made cameos 
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on shows ranging from All in the Family to ER. 

Although she made a name for herself on her own, 
her career sometimes dovetailed with that of her 
brother, who wrote the play The American Clock 
for which her performance earned honors. She was 
among the first members of The Actors Studio, a 

professional organization and drama school, 
and won an Obie Award in 1991 for her role 
in The American Plan, one of her many 
off-Broadway performances. She was 
nominated -for another Drama Desk 
__ Award for the 1976 revival of the mu- 
; sical Pal Joey. And she was Katharine 
Hepburn’s standby as Coco Chanel in 
the 1969 musical Coco. 
Her final film role was as a nun in the 
2011 short Love Is Like Life But Longer. 
That year, Joan’s Show — a one-woman musi- 
cal about her life directed by Joel Vig — had an off- 
Broadway run. 

Copeland was married for 43 years to George 
J. Kupchik, an engineer and dean of the School of 
Health Sciences at Hunter College who died of lung 
cancer in 1989 at age 74. 

She is also predeceased by her two brothers. She 
is survived by her son Eric and niece Rebecca Miller, 
a filmmaker married to actor Daniel Day-Lewis. Fu- 
neral information was not immediately available.

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Ed Romaine: 


One of LI’s Longest-Serving Elected Officials

rookhaven is geographically the largest town in 

Suffolk County and is among the largest towns 
in the nation. Under the stewardship of Brookhav- 
en Town Supervisor Ed Romaine, it has reached 
new heights and has received praise by many as 
for its efficient and effective government on behalf 
of the residents and taxpayers it serves. Supervi- 
sor Romaine is among the most well-respected and 
longest-serving government officials in the history 
of Long Island. 

Romaine was elected town supervisor in a special 
election in 2012, becoming the 70th town supervi- 
sor in the storied history of Brookhaven. After win- 
ning a full term in 2013, he has been re-elected for 
five terms, now serving at the post for a full decade. 
His taxpayer-first and common sense style of lead- 
ership has brought him acclaim from both sides of 
the political aisle, which is equally as impressive as 
it is rare in today’s polar political climate. 

“I believe that politics should be about common 
sense — about pragmatism and not ideology,” he 
says. 

While his tenure in town government began 10 
years ago, his career in public service started long 
before that, first with representing the East End, 
and over time growing to the entirety of Suffolk 
County. 

In 1985, Romaine was elected to the Suffolk 
County Legislature, where he would serve two 
terms representing the Second District, which 
spans Eastport to Bellport, and north to Coram — 
the Southeast corner of Brookhaven. At the time, 
he was quoted as saying that Suffolk’s second dis- 
trict was “a tremendous place to live — with great 
people.” 

While serving in the legislature, he sponsored 
and passed several critical pieces of legislation for 
eastern Suffolk. He established a record as an envi- 
ronmentally conscious Republican, which brought 
him acclaim from many eco-voters. His affinity for 
the environment, the Suffolk shoreline and water- 
ways was on full-display when he introduced and 
passed the county’s first-ever Clean Water Act, 
which is still law today. 

After two terms in the legislature, Romaine was 
elected to county-wide office and assumed the role 
of Suffolk County clerk in 1989, replacing Suffolk 
County Clerk Juliette Kinsella. He served in this 
capacity for nearly two decades, running every four 
years for re-election. The position, which is critical 
to the administrative successes of Suffolk, brought 
him new interests in government recordkeeping 
and, through innovation, he was able to improve 
access to the “People’s Records.” For making gov- 
ernment more transparent and productive, Ro- 
maine was chosen in 2001 as the “New York State 
County Clerk of the Year.”

The county clerk also serves as the clerk of the 


Supreme Court and the county courts, maintaining 


all of their records. 

“After the governor appointed a county clerk, 
I ran for the position and won all 10 towns that 
cycle,” he says. “It was a different type of office, 
very different from being a legislator, but I enjoyed 
it very much. There was an enormous challenge 
there, given that they were still using 19th century 
technology, so I focused on IT and was able to make 
changes to improve the office.” 

Romaine returned to the legislature in 2005, this 


time to represent the First District, spanning from 


Shoreham, the entire North Fork, Shelter Island 
and Fishers Island. He was again a major power 
player in the body and served four terms — this 
time, though, in the minority. 

Working across party lines, his marquee ac- 
complishments included the preservation of public 
space across the East End and Shelter Island, the 
passage of “Michael’s Law,” which banned explosive 
fuel gels, and passed New York State’s first law to 
regulate helicopter traffic. Also, as a legislator, he 
ushered in the county’s acquisition of public lands, 
acquiring more land in the First District than the 
other 17 districts combined. 

“There are such wonderful communities out 
there, and I loved that district,” he says. “It is a 
wonderful place, most of the farming that takes 
place out there, to the wineries, to the fishermen, to 
the locals. It was wonderful to work with and it was 
something I enjoyed very much.” 

He adds, “I never wanted to leave.” 

After his final re-election to the body in 2011, Ro- 
maine was approached to run for town supervisor 
of Brookhaven. 

“I had been a teacher for 12 years — 7th grade so- 
cial studies — and I left teaching to become the first 
community development officer for Brookhaven, 
so I was familiar with town government,” he says. 
“(GOP) Chairman Jesse Garcia then approached 
me to run when Supervisor Mark Lesko stepped 
aside. I had declined to run for the position several 


times, but I finally agreed. 

“When the vacancy came, I thought of my son and 
his wish to become supervisor — and unfortunately 
he passed away before that became a reality,” he 
adds. “Most times, sons follow their father — this 
time was a little different. So, I stepped forward 
and ran, and IJ am still here five elections later.” 

Romaine’s son tragically passed away in 2009. 

Following an already storied career in govern- 
ment, the Republican Party thought he was the 
right person for the job — and ultimately, the more 
than 400,000 .residents in Brookhaven would 
agree. 

While in this position, he no longer represents 
our beloved East End, but he has served as a model 
in many ways for other town leaders to emulate. 
Romaine has strengthened town finances, while 
placing additional emphasis on Brookhaven’s natu- 
ral resources. 

While his accomplishments are many and varied, 
some of his most notable successes include cham- 
pioning legislation to forever protect the Carmans 
River, which runs through the heart of Brookhav- 
en. He also passed single-stream recycling in 2014, 
an innovative policy that has made the Town of 
Brookhaven a regional leader for recycling. 

Outside of environmental policy, Romaine has 
made a career of holding the line on taxes, while 
improving the financial wellbeing of the town gov- 
ernment. His leadership has helped the Town of 
Brookhaven reduce millions in debt and keep prop- 
erty taxes low on local homeowners. 

In order to be such a successful and dedicated 
public servant, it takes commitment and an in- 
spiration to do good. And, while he is in his fifth 
term at the post, Romaine still believes that there 
is more to be done, and the best is yet to come for 
Brookhaven residents. 

“T would like to work on getting the derelict 
homes in Brookhaven, and we have knocked down 
350 eyesore homes that rob the homes surrounding 


them of value,” he says. “I also want to revitalize 


our neighborhoods, create jobs, reimagining what 
many of our strip shopping centers could become 
for our communities. 

“Protecting vital open space so that we stay a 
suburban community and don’t become urban- 
ized,” he adds. “We protect groundwater and make 
sure that our residents have clean water. And, of 
course, working with our great villages — we have 
eight — so we all try to work as a team. 

“When it is all said and done, politics is about 
people,” he concludes. “The enjoyment I get from 
this job is from the people I help. People make a 
difference, and I am always impressed by the com- 
munities I serve with and for.”
